MINISTRY OF EXTERNAL AFFAIRS 
ORDER 

New Delhi, the 30th December, 1993 

G.S.R. 790(E).—Whereas the Extradition Treaty 
between the Government of the Republic of India 
and the Government of the United Kingdom of Great 
Br tain and Northern Ireland was signed on 22nd 
September, 1992 and the instruments of ratification 
exchanged at New Delhi on 15th November, 1993 
and which Treaty provides as follows : 

EXTRADITION TREATY BETWEEN THE 

GOVERNMENT OF THE REPUBLIC OF INDIA 
AND THE GOVERNMENT OF THE UNITED 
KINGDOM OF GREAT BRITAIN AND 

NORTHERN IRELAND 

The Government of the Republic of India and 
the Government of the United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland; 

Desir ng to make more effective the cooperation 
of the two countries in the suppression of crime by 
making further provision for the reciprocal extradi¬ 
tion of offenders; 

Recognising that concrete steps are necessary to 
combat terrorsm; 

Have agreed as follows : 

Article 1—Duty to Extradite. 

(1) Each Contracting State undertakes to extra¬ 
dite to the other, in the circumstances and subject to 
the conditions specified in this Treaty, any person 
who, being accused or convicted of an extrad tion 
offence as described in Article 2, committed within 
the territory of the one State, is found within the 
territory of the other State, whether such offence was 
committed before or after the entry into force of 
this Treaty. 

(2) Extradition shall also be available in respect of 
an extradition offence as described in Article 2 
committed outside the territory of the Requesting 
State but in respect of which it has jurisdiction if the 
Requested State would, in corresponding circum¬ 
stances, have jurisdiction over such an offence. In 
such circumstances the Requested State shall have 
regard to all the circumstances of the case Including 
the seriousness of the offence. 
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(3) Jn addition, extradit'on shall be available for 
an extradition offence as described in Article 2 : 

(a) if it is committed in a th'rd State by a 

national of the Requesting State and the 
Requesting State bases its jurisdiction on 
the national'ty of the offender; and 

(b) if it occurred in the Requested State, it 

would be an offence under the law of that 
S ate punishable with imprisonment tor 
a term of at least one year. 

Arf'c’e 2 : Extradition Offences : 

(1) An extradit'on offence for the purposes of 
this Treaty is constituted by conduct which under the 
laws of each Contracting State is punishable by a 
term of imprisonment for a period of at least one 
year. 

(2) An offence may be an extradition offence 
notw'thstanding that it relates to taxation or revenue 
or is one of a purely fiscal character. 

Ai tide 3 : Composite Offences : 

Extradition shall be available in accordance with 
this Treaty for an extradition offence, notwithstanding 
that the conduct of the person sought occurred wholly 
or in pait in the Requested State, if under the law of 
that State his conduct and its effects, or its intended 
effects, taken as a whole, would be regarded as cons¬ 
tituting the commission of an extradition offence in 
the territory of the Rcquest'ng State. 

Article 4 : Extradition of Nationals : 

Nothing in this Treaty shall preclude the extradi¬ 
tion by the Requested State of its nationals e'thcr 
in respect of a territorial offence or in respect of 
an extraterritorial offence. 

Article 5 : The Political Offence Exception : 

(1) Extradition may be refused if the offence of 
which it is requested is an offence of a political 
character. 

(2) For the purposes of th : s Treaty the following 
offences shall not be regarded as offences of a 
political character : 

(a) an offence within the scope of the Conven¬ 

tion for the Suppression of Unlawful 
Seizure of Aircraft, opened for signature at 
the Hague on 16 December 1970; 

(b) an offence within the scope of the Conven¬ 
tion for the Suppression of Unlawful Acts 
against the Safety of Civil Aviation, opened 
for signature at Montreal on 23 Septem¬ 
ber 1971; 

(c) an offence within the scope of the Con¬ 
vention on the Prevention and Punishment 
of Crimes against Intcrationally Protected 
Persons, including Diplomatic Agents, 
opened for signature at New York on 
14 December 1973; 

(d) an offence within the scope of the Inter¬ 
national Convention against the Taking of 


Hostages, opened for signature" at New 
York on 18 December 1979; 

(e) murder; 

(f) manslaughter or culpable homicide; 

(g) assault occasioning actual bodily harm, or 
causing injury, malic'ouslv wounding or 
inflicting grevious bodily harm whether by 
means of a weapon, a dangerous substances 
or otherwise; 

(h) the causing of an explosion likely to en¬ 

danger life or cause serious damage to 
property; 

(i) the making or possession of an explosive 
substance by a person who intends cither 
himself or through another person to en¬ 
danger 1 fe or cause serious damage to 
property; 

(j) the possession of a firearm or ammunition 

by -a person who intends either himself 
or through another person to endanger 
life; 

(k) the use of a firearm by a person with intent 
to resist or prevent tjje arrest or detention 
of himself or another person; 

CO damaging property whether used for pubi c 
utilities or otherwise with intent to en¬ 
danger lift or with reckless disregard as 
to whether the life of another would there¬ 
by be endangered; 

(m) kidnapping, abduction, false imprisonment 
or unlawful detention, including the 
taking of a hostage; 

(n) incitement to murder; 

(o) any other offence related to terrorism which 
at the time of the request is, under the 
law of the Requested Party, not to be 
regarded as an offence of a political 
character; 

(p) an attempt or conspiracy to commit any 
of the foregoing offences or participation 
as an accompl'ce of a person who com¬ 
mits or attempts commit such an offence. 

Article 6 : Extension of Extratcrr torial Jurisdiction : 

(1) The Government of the United Kingdom 
undertakes to make it an offence under the law of 
the United Kingdom to commit in India any of the 
following offences : 

(a) an offence under any of the Conventions 
specified in article 5 of this Treaty; 

(b) murder, manslaughter or culpable homicide, 
kidnapping, abduction, false imprisonment 
or unlawful detention including the taking 
of a hostage; 
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(c) ap offence relating to the causing of an ex¬ 
plosion, the making or possession of ex¬ 
plosives, the possession or use of a fire¬ 
arm or the possession of ammunition as 
specified in Article 5 of this Treaty; 


(d) an attempt to commit or participation as 
an accomplice in any of the foregoing 
offences. 

(2) The Government of India undertakes to estab¬ 
lish corresponding jurisdiction over offences com¬ 
mitted in the United Kingdom. 

Article 7 : Offences of Conspiracy, Incitement and 
Attempt 

(1) It shall also be an offence under the law of the 
United Kingdom for any person in the United 
(v'ngdoin. 

(a) to attempt to commit in India, or incite, 
or participate as an accompl'ce in, the 
commission in India of any of the follow¬ 
ing offences : 

(i) an offence under any of the Conven¬ 
tions specified in Article 5 of this Treaty; 

(ii) murder, manslaughter or culpable homi¬ 
cide, kidnapping, abduction, false im¬ 
prisonment or unlawful detention inclu¬ 
ding the taking of a hostage;

Article 8 : Extradition and' Prosecution 

(1) The request for extradit'on may be refused by 
the Requested State if the person whose extradition 
is sought may be tried for the extradition offence in 
the courts of that State. 

(2) Where the Requested State refuses a request 
for extradition for the reason set out in paragraph 
1 of this Art'cle, it shall submit the case to its com¬ 
petent authorities so that prosecution may be consi¬ 
dered. Those authorities shall take their decision in 
the same manner as in the case of any offence of a 
serious nature under the law of that State. 

(3) If the competent authorities decide not to 
prosecute in such a case, the request for extradition 
shall be reconsidered in accordance with this Treaty. 

Article 9 : Grounds for Refusal of Extradition. 

(1) A person may not be extrad ; ted if : 

(a) he satisfies the Requested State that the 
request for his extradition (though pur¬ 
porting to be made on account of an ex¬ 
tradition offence) has in fact been made 
for the purpose of prosecuting or punish ng 
him on account of his race, religion, 
nationality or political opinions; or 

(b) he satisfies the Requested State that he 
m ; ght, if extradited, be prejudiced at his 
trial or be punished, deta ned or restricted 
in his personal liberty, by reason of his 
race, religion, nationality or polit'cal opi¬ 
nions; or 

(c) he satisfies the Requested State that it 
would, having (regard to all the circum¬ 
stances, be unjust or oppressive to extra¬ 
dite him by reason of : 

(9 the trivial nature of the offence of which 
he is accused or was convicted; or 

(ii) the passage of time since he is alleged 
to have committed it or to have become 
unlawfully at large, as the case may be; 
or 

(iii) the accusation agamst him not having 
been made in good faith in the interests 
of justice; or 

(d) the offence of which he is acused or con¬ 
victed is a nrlitary offence which is not 
also an offence under the general criminal 
law, 

(2) A person who has been convicted of an ex¬ 
tradition offence may not be extradited therefore 
unless he was sentenced to imprisonment or other 
form of detention for a period of four months or 
more or, subject to Art : cle 16, to the death penalty. 
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(3) A person may not be extradited if he would, if 
proceeded against in the territory of the Requested 
State for the offence for which his extradition is re¬ 
quested, be entiled to be d'schaiged under any 
rule of law of the Requested State relating to previous 
acquittal or conviction. 

ARTICLE 10 : Postponement of Surrender 

(1) If criminal proceedings against the person 
sought are inst'tuted in the territory of the Reques¬ 
ted State, or he is lawfully detained in consequence 
of criminal proceedings, the decision whether or not 
to extradite him may be postponed until the crimi¬ 
nal proceedings have been completed or he is no 
longer detained. 

(2) A person sought may not he extradited until 

fa) it has been decided in accordance with the 
law of the Required State that he is liable 
to be extradited ; and 

(b) the expiration of any further period which 
may be required by the law of that State. 

AR TICLE 11 : Extradit : on Procedures 

(1) Subject to the provisions of Article 22 of this 
Treaty, the request for extradition shall be made 
through the diplomatic channel. 

(2) The request shall be accompanied by : 

(a) as accurate a description as possible of the 
person sought, together with any other in¬ 
formation which would help to establish 
h s identity, nationality, afid residence ; 

(b) a statement of the facts of the offence for 
which extradition is requested, and 

(c) the text, if any, of the law : 

(i) defining that offence ; ami 

(ii) prescribing the maximum punishment for 

that offenco. 

(3) If the request relates to an accused person, It 
must also be accompanied by a warrant of arrest 
issued by a judge, magistrate or other competent 
authority in the territory of the Requesting State and 
by such ev'dencc as, according to the law of the Re¬ 
quested State, would justify his committal for trial 
if the offence had been committed in the territory of 
the Requested State, including evidence that the 
person requested is the person to whom the warrant 
of arrest refers. 

(4) If the request relates to a person already con¬ 
victed and sentenced, it shall also be accompanied : 

(a) by a certificate of the conviction and sen¬ 
tence; 

(b) by a statement that the person is not en¬ 
titled to question the conviction or sen¬ 
tence and showing how much of the sen¬ 
tence has not been carried out. 
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(5) In relation to a convicted person who was not 
present at his trial, the person shall be treated for 
the purposes of paragraph (4) of this Article as if 
he had been accused of the offence of which he was 
convicted. 

(6) If the Requested State considers that the evi¬ 
dence produced or information supplied for the pur¬ 
poses of this Treaty is not sufficient .n order to 
enable a decision to be taken as to the request, addi¬ 
tional evidence or information shall be submitted 
within such time as the Requested State shall require. 

\R11CLL 12 . Provisional Arrest 

(1) In urgent cases the person sought may, in 
accordance with the law of the Requested State, be 
provisionally airested on the applicarion of the com¬ 
petent authorities of the Requesting State. The ap¬ 
plication shall contain an indication of intention to 
request the extradition of that person and a state¬ 
ment of the existence of a warrant of arrest or a con¬ 
viction against him, and, if available, his description 
and such further information, if any, as would 
be necessary to justify the issue of a warrant of ar¬ 
rest had the offence been committed, or the person 
sought been convicted, in the territory of the Re¬ 
quested State. 

(2) A person arrested upon such an application 
shall be set at l'berty upon the expiration of 60 
days from the date of his arrest if a request for his 
extradition shall not have been received. This pio- 
vision shall not prevent the institution of further 
proceedings for the cxtrad'tion of the person sought 
if a request is subsequently received. 

ARTICLE 13 : Rule of Speciality 

(1) Any person who is returned to the territory 
of the Requesting State under this Treaty shall not, 
during the period described in paragraph (2) of this 
Article, be dealt with in the territory of the Request¬ 
ing State for or in respect of any offence committed 
before he was returned to that territory other than : 

(a) the offence in respect of which he was 
returned ; 

(b) any lesser offence d ; sclosed by the facts 
proved for the purposes of securing his 
return other than an offence in relation to 
which an order for his icturn could not 
lawfully be made; or 

(c) any other offence in respect of which the 
Requested Party may consent to his being 
dealt with other than an offence in rela¬ 
tion to wh'ch an order for his return could 
not lawfully be made or would not in fact 
be made. 

(2) The period referred to in paragraph (1) of this 
Article is the period beginning with the day of his 
arrival in the territory of the Requesting State or liis 
return under this Treaty and ending forty-five days 
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after the first subsequent day on which he has the 
Opportunity to leave the territory of the Requesting 
State. 

(3) The provisions of paragraph (1) of this Article 
shall not apply to offences committed after the re¬ 
turn of a person under this Treaty or matters aris¬ 
ing in relation to such offences. 

(4) A person shall not be re-extradited to a third 
State, except when, having had an opportunity to 
leave the territory of the State to which he has been 
surrendered, he has not done so within sixty days 
of h s final discharge, or has returned to that terri¬ 
tory after having left it. 

ARTICLE 14 : Evidence 

(1) The authorities of the Requested .State shall 
admit as evidence, in any proceedings for extradi¬ 
tion, any evidence taken on oath or by way of affir¬ 
mation, any warrant and any certificate of, or judi¬ 
cial document stating the fact of. a conviction, if it 
is authenticated : 

(a) (ij in the case of a warrant being signed, 
or in the case of any original document by 
being certified, by a judge, magistrate or 
other competent authority of the Request¬ 
ing State; and 

(ii) either by oath of some witness or by 
being sealed with the official seal of the 
appropriate Minister of the Requesting 
State; or 

(b) in such other manner as may be permit¬ 
ted by the law of the Requested State. 

(2) The evidence described in paragraph (1) shall 
be admissible in extradition proceedings in the Re¬ 
quested State whether sworn or affirmed in the Re¬ 
questing State or in some third State. 

ARTICLE 15 ' Competing Requests 

If extradition of the same person whether for the 
same offence or for different offences is requested 
by a Contracting State and a third State with which 
the Requested State has an extradit'on arrangement, 
the Requested State shall determine to which State 
the person shall be extradited, and shall not be obli¬ 
ged to give preference to the Contracting State. 

ARTICLE 16 : Capital Pmrishraent 

If under the law of the Requesting State the per¬ 
son sought is liable to the death penalty for the 
offence for which h's extradition is requested, but the 
law of the Requested State does not provide for the 
death penalty in a similar case, extradition may be 
refused unless the Requesting State gives such assu¬ 
rance a-, the Requested State considers sufficient that 
the death penalty will not be carried out. 


ARTICLE 17 : Surrender 

(1) If extradition is granted, the person sought 
shall be sent by the authorities of the Requested 
State to such convenient point of departure from the 
territory of that State as the Requesting State shall 
indicate. 


(2) The Requesting State shall remove the person 
sought from the tarritow of the Requested State 
within cne month or such longer period as may bo 
permitted under the law of the Requested State, If 
he is not removed within that period, the Requested 
State may refuse to extradite him for the same 
offence. 

ARTICLE 18 : Surrender of Property' 

< 1) When a request for extradition is granted, the 
Requested State shall, upon request and so far as 
i.- law allows, hand' over to the Requesting State 
articles (including sums of money) which may serve 
as proof or evidence of the offence. 

(2) If the articles in question are liable to seizure 
or confiscation in the terrtory of the Reques'ed 
State, the latter may, in connection with pending 
proceedings, temporarily retain them or hand them 
over on condition that they are returned. 


(3) These provisions shall not prejud cc the rights 
of the Requested State or any person other than the 
person sought. When these rights exist the articles 
shall on request be returned to the Requested State 
without charge as soon as possible after the end 
of the proceedings. 

ARTICLE 19 : Mutual Legal Assistance in Extradi¬ 
tion 


Each Contracting State shall, to the extent per¬ 
mitted by its law, afford the other the widest, mea¬ 
sure of mutual assistance in criminal matters in con¬ 
nection with the offence for which extradition has 
been requested. 

ARTICLE 20 : Documents and Expenses 


0) If in any particular case the Requested State 
so requires, the Request'ng State shall supply a trans¬ 
lation of any document submitted in accordance with 
the provisions of this Treaty, 


12) Expenses incurred in the territory of the Re¬ 
quested State by reason of the request for extradi¬ 
tion shall be borne by that State. 


(3) The Requested State shall make all the ar¬ 
rangement wh ch shall be requisite with resncct to 
the representation of the Requesting State in any 
proceedings arising out of the request. 
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ARTICLE 21 . Territorial Application 

(1) This Treaty shall apply. 

(a) in relation to the United Kingdom : 

(i) To Great Britain and Northern Ireland; 
and 

(ii) To any territory for whose international 

relations the United Kingdom is respon¬ 
sible and to which this Treaty shall 
have been extended by agreement bet¬ 
ween the Contracting States in an Ex¬ 
change of Notes; and 

(b) to the Republic of India; 

and references to the territory of a Contracting 
State shall be construed accordingly. 

(2) Tile appl'cation of this Treaty to any terri¬ 
tory, in revpcet of which extension has been made in 
accordance with paragraph (1) of this Article, may 
be terminated by either Contracting State giving si x 
months’ notice to the other through the diplomatic 
channel. 

(3) Until the application of the Treaty shall have 
been extended to a territory in accordance with para¬ 
graph (1) of this Article, the extradition arrange¬ 
ments between the Republic of India and that ter¬ 
ritory subs'sting prior to the entry into force of this 
Treaty shall continue to apply. 


AR1ICLK 22 : Dependent Territories 

A request on the part of the Government of the 
Republic of India for the extradition of an offender 
who is found in any of the territories to which th's 
Treaty has been extended in accordance with para¬ 
graph (1) of Article 21 of this Treaty may be made 


to the Governor or other competent authority of that 
territory, who may take the decision himself or re¬ 
fer the matter to Her Majesty’s Government in the 
United Kingdom for their decision. 

ARTICLE 23 - Ratification and Tem'nation 

(1) This Treaty shall be subject to ratification and 
the instruments of ratification shall be exchanged at 
New Delhi as soon as possible. It shall enter into 
force on the date of the exchange of instruments of 
ratification. 

(2) Either of the Contracting Stales may termi¬ 
nate this Treaty at any t ; me by giving notice to the 
other through the diplomatic channel; and if such 
notice is given the Treaty shall cease to have effect 
six months after the receipt of the notice. 

In witness whereof the undersigned being duly 
authorised thereto by their respective Governments, 
have signed this Treaty. 

Done in duplicate ut London this the twenty 
second day of September 1992 in the Hindi and 
English languages. In case of any doubt, the English 
text shall prevail. 

Now therefore, in exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by sub-sect'on (1) of section 3 of the Extradi¬ 
tion Act. 1962 (34 of 1962) and in supersession of 
the notification G.S.R. No. 34(E) dated 20th 
January 1972, the Central Government hereby directs 
that the provisions of the said Act, other than Chap¬ 
ter III. shall apply to United Kingdom of Great 
Britain and Northern Ireland w : th effect from the 
date of publication of this notification.
